CHAPTER 2. 


An Act to Provide for the Reduction and Settlement 
of Certain Indebtedness. 


(Assented to September 1, 1936.) 


IS MAJESTY, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, 
enacts as follows: 


1. This Act may be cited as “The Reduction and Settle- 
ment of Debts Act.” 


2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires— 


(a) “Debt” means any sum in the nature of a liquid- 
ated demand for the payment of which any person 
is liable by virtue of any contract, agreement, 
covenant or stipulation, whether in writing or 
oral, and whether express or implied, but does not 
include— 


(i) any debt due to or by the Crown in the 
right of Canada; 


any debt due to or by the Crown in the 
right of the Province; 


any debt due to the Canadian Farm Loan 
Board or the Soldier Settlement Board; 


any indebtedness for assessments, rates or 
taxes payable pursuant to any statute or 
pursuant to the terms of any agreement 
providing for the consolidation and pay- 
ment of taxes, rates or assessments; 


any debt due to or by a city, town or vil- 
lage, municipal district, improvement dis- 
trict, school district, irrigation district, 
drainage district or municipal hospital dis- 
trict; 

any indebtedness guaranteed by the Crown 
in the right of the Province; 


any debt in respect of which a direction 
has been made or given by the Debt Ad- 
justment Board under the provisions of 
The Debt Adjustment Act, 1933, for the 
payment of money in the year 1936; 


any other kind or description of debt which 
is declared by the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council to be a debt to which this Act does 
not apply. 

“Debt Adjustment Board” means the Debt Ad- 
just Board constituted pursuant to The Debt Ad- 
justment Act, 1936; and 


“Old debt” means any debt the whole of the con- 
sideration for which arose before the first day of 
July, 1932, and includes any debt of any person 
under any guarantee for the payment of any old 
debt whether the guarantee was given prior to the 
first day of July, 1932, or at any time thereafter.

3. Notwithstanding any covenant, agreement or stipla- 
tion, whether express or implied and howsoever created, by 
virtue of which any old debt is made payable, the amount 
which shall be recoverable on account of any old debt shall 
be the following amount and no more, namely: the amount 
of the balance of the old debt outstanding and payable as 
at the first day of July, 1932, including any advances made 
under and by virtue of the agreement or other instrument, 
creating or securing the debt, together with any further 
advances so made since that date, reduced by any pay-

PAVED ROADS AND MUD HOLES 

Newspaper readers learned a few days ago 
that thirty milés of new paved highway had 
been completed from Strathmore to Calgary; 
and on Saturday that fifteen automobiles had 
been stuck in the mud overnight on the Peace 
River highway near Lesser Slave Lake, the 60 
occupants having to spend the night as best 
they could in the cars. 

These two items do not stand as isolated 
instances of highway building in southern and 
northern Alberta. They are typical of the road 
reports which have been coming from the two 
sections of the province during the summer. 
For whatever reason, southern Alberta is getting 
paved highways, while northern Alberta has the 
Jasper highway quagmires and a dirt road to 
Peace River that is flattered by the name of 
a “highway”. 

The present Government did not create the 
tradition that southern Alberta must come first 
in the building of permanent roads. But it has 
maintained that tradition with fidelity worthy 
of a better cause. 

Nobody grudges the south country its grav- 
elled and paved roads. It deserves them and 
should have them, And admittedly it is easier 
and cheaper to build such highways in a dry 
section where gravel is plentiful than in an area 
whose rich black soil soaks up water like a 
sponge and where gravel deposits are con- 
spicuously scarce. But where roads are difficult 
to build is precisely the place they are most 
needed, and happens to be also the section of 
the province that is most thickly populated 
Central and northern Alberta have not receiv- 
ed the amount of permanent highway construc- 
tion they were entitled to, under the present or 
the former Government.

While its landing was 
ostensibly to protect Italian interests, Spain is 
in no condition to expel the visitor should he 
decide to stay. Airplanes, pilots, fuel, muni- 
tions and money are suid to have been sent in 
quantities by the Italians and the Germans 
Neither Rome nor Berlin has attempted to dis- 
guise its sympathy with the Spanish rebels.

Herr Hitler is principally concerned with 
the possibility of war with Soviet Russia, in 
which France would aid her Russian ally. 
France, not fearing risk from Spain, and con- 
scious of the risk from air-raiders in the event 
of war with Germany, has for some years past 
been building her munition factories in the 
southwest of France near Bordeaux and Tou- 
louse. These cities now will be within easy 
reach of a Fascist air attack from Spain 

Hitherto France had to be prepared to de- 
fend two frontiers—those against Germany 
and Italy. Now she wili have three frontiers to 
defend. Fortifications along the line of the 
Pyrenees to protect against Spanish attack, will 
cost much money and tie down important bod- 
ies of garrison troops. It will cut down France’s 
effective air forces on the west. 

France has counted on being able at short 
notice to bring white and colored troops from 
Morocco. Now her lines of sea communication 
from Algeria to Marseilles and Toulon will 
have to be defended from the possibility of at- 
tack from the west 


Great Britain with important interests in 
Egypt and with her trade route to India through 


the Mediterranean, is also seriously affected. 
Gibraltar has stood for over two centuries as 
a monument of Britain's domination over the 


Mediterranean. Britain was the keeper of the 
gate. Gibraltar had withstood attack and siege 
—one siege lasting over three years. It still 
could withstand siege, but its’value as a naval 
base since high power guns came into use, has 
depended upon the friendship of Spain. 

The naval harbor, dockyard and. arsenal 
are on the western side of the rock, sheltered 
within the Bay of Gibraltar. In the old days 
they were impregnable; today the harbor can 
be reached by modern artillery mounted among 
the hills on the Spanish mainland. 

Some years ago, it was proposed by the 
British admiralty to construct a new harbor on 
the east side of the rock. The project was never 
commenced. It was recognized that the growth 
of gunnery would expose the proposed new 
harbor to long range gunnery fire from the 
Spanish shore to the north of Gibraltar. 

With the Fascists in control of hoth shores 
of the Straits of Gibraitar not only would the 
great fortress become valueless as a naval base, 
but the safeguarding of the sea routes through 
the Mediterranean would become impossible. 

France, too, would suffer great neval handi- 
cap, for in the event of hostilities her Atlantic 
and Mediterranean fleets would be unable to 
maintain contact, , 

This doesn’t nearly exhaust the chapter of 
consequences. The harbors of Cadiz and Vigo 
the Atlantic coast of Spain could shelter 
large enemy fleets to be used to attack the 
south Atlantic and Cape trade. They would 
have the great advantage of working on in- 
terior lines. The Canary Islands and harbors 
on the north African coast of Spain could act 
as submarine and cruiser bases 

As far afield as the Pacific, the naval situa- 
tion will be affected. In the event of trouble 
between United States and Japan, the latter 
nation would be able to employ its whole naval 
force without fear of British counter-action on 
behalf of United States.

Dr. F. McCoy The stomach in attempting to 
get rid of an excess of food, learns to manufac- 
ture more gastric juice in order to chemically 
convert the hard food into fluid so that it can 
pass from the stomach. 

When onions, garlic, baked beans, cocked 
cabbage and such unwholesome food is used. 
the stomach in attempting to get rid of the irri- 
tating food produces more acid and makes a 
chemical change which will protect the body 
against the offending meal. 

When wrong food combinations are used 
and inharmonious conglomerations of food 
stuffs are forced into the stomach at the same 
time, the stomach again tries to get rid of its 
contents by pouring out its gastric juice in in- 
creased quantities. If the stomach could not do 
this, the one who would be injudicious in his 
eating habits would only live a few days after 
eating a bad meal. The stomach saves such a 
person’s life by the chemical change which I 
have described. 

If the stomach is forced to secrete too large 
an amount of fluid day after day, it is not long 
before the habit of producing a large amcunt 
of acid is developed and the stomach conse- 
quently becomes an acid factory. 

The one who insists on abusing their stom- 
ach by wrong eating habits will be able to live 
a great deal longer if the stomach is able to 
produce this excess acidity. However, he must 
take the chance of developing a stomach ulcer, 
as the tender membrane of the stcmach must 
finally break down, if subjected to large daily 
onslaughts of irritating and over-acid gastric 
juice. 

Many people who are inclined to be glutton- 
ous find that they can keep down the irritation 
from gastritis by taking quantities of bicarbon- 
ate of soda after every meal. There is no doubt 
but that many people have kept alive for many 
years only by using soda or magnesia or some 
other alkaline to counteract the acid. Still this 
is not the treatment that I recommend, as it 
must lead to serious consequences in the end 
“One swallow does not make a summer,” and 
an occasional teaspoonful of baking soda will 
not prove fatal, but it is a bad thing to get into 
the habit of being careless at your meals and 
then try to counteract the trouble by taking 
some remedy afterwards. 

If one is only occasionally troubled by a 
burning in the stomach, one of the simplest 
remedies when so troubled is to drink three or 
four glasses of warm water. This will counter- 
act the acid and will not produce any bad ef- 
fects.

QUESTION: Mrs. H. L. C. writes: “Please 
tell me what causes my gums to bleed when I 
bite into a hard fruit, such as an apple.

seeds?” 

ANSWER: You are undoubtedly suffering 
from Trench Mouth or Pyorrhea and should see 
your dentist immediately and have the gum 
condition corrected at once through local treat- 
ments. As a general rule, it is all right to use 
the grape skins, however, the patient with 
colitis may find that the skins and seeds are 
better avoided, as the roughage provided may 
irritate a colon already tender. 

QUESTION: Mrs, G. writes: “I recently had 
an X-ray examination and the doctor says I 
have stomach ulcers and also prolapsus. Would 
you advise me to take a treatment for the 
ulcers first or for the prolapsus?” 

ANSWER: | would advise the milk diet for 
stomach ulcers first. However, as your dortor 
is familiar with your case, he will no doubt tell 
you what treatment to begin. 

QUESTION: Alice O. asks: “What do you 
think of massage or rubbing treatments given 
for the purpose of relieving tension at the back 
of the neck?” 

ANSWER: Such treatments, when skillfully 
given, are usually very beneficial in that they 
bring about relaxation and thus erase tension.

LOOKING THEM OVER

About the Boston Red Sox 
He Started It All 


HE pungent verbal jabs that John McGraw used to toss 
around with the same fine Irish generosity he displayed 
with his fists, started many things—mostly battles, it must 
be admitted, However one historic crack started one of the 
greatest of all sport events 
American and National leagues. In justice to McGraw, 
though, it Should be explained that he did not cut loose this 
famous jab with any thought that it would open one of the | 
greatest gold mines in sport, but merely because the Boston 
Red Sox had gotten under his skin and were griping him so 
painfully that he just had to pop off. | 
To get the picture so that it can be appreciated, 
you have to go back in baseball history to the year 1903. 
Baltimore was then playing in the American League 
with the immortal John MeGraw manager and part 
owner of the club. Ban Johnson was president of the | 
circuit. Boston Red Sox were likewise in the loop and 
they were continually in MceGraw’s hair—what was left 
of it. 

McGraw was not addicted to gazing 
or consulting the stars, but he had a ret kable knack for 
seeing around the next corner before he reached it. He 
realized that Baltimore was not big enough to stay in the 
American for many more years. He looked for new fields 
and quietly started negotiations with the New York Giants. 
In the middle of the 1903 season, the Giants came to terms 
with him and he promptly quit Baltimore and jumped to the 
rival National League. 


Year of Big Roar 


BALTIMORE fans considered this nothing short of high 

treason, but McGraw added insult to injury when he 
blandly sold his stock in the club to a party who was a part 
owner of.a National League team. The uproar that resulted 
was terrific. With his league and fans in a state of revolt, 
Ban Johnson had to scurry to market as fast as his ponder- 
ous weight would allow and buy back the Baltimore club 
stock from the rival league magnate. It cost plenty. Alto- 
gether, his jump to the Giants and stock deal made McGraw 
the American League’s number one enemy. 

The following year, 1904, McGraw brought the 
Giants through to the National pennant with flying 
fists and thundering bats. At the same time, the Boston 
Red Sox copped the American bunting. Boston prompt- 
ly challenged McGraw to play a series. McGraw replied 
that he would not “endanger the standing of my team 
by sending it against a minor league club.” 


The Halifax explosion was just a firecracker in com- 
parison to the roar that went up from the American League 
clubs and fans. Ban Johnson cut loose a verbal barrage 
such as even the pithy McGraw might have secretly envied. 
So hot did the battle become that the magnates of the two 
leagues agreed to an annual post-season series between 
their respective champions in order to clear the air so that 
the annual winter meetings of 1904-05 could be carried 
through Without a battle royal breaking loose. That was 

_ the start of the world’s series. There had, however, been 
post-season challenge series between the winners of the rival 
leagues previous to this date, but they had not been on a 
regulated and permanent basis. The annual series, agreed 
on to settle the fuss started by McGraw, began in 1905 and 
has been played every year since. 

Series a Life Saver 
HE world series has time after time been a life saver for 
major league ‘baseball, the gates pulling club after club 
through when they were on the verge of bankruptcy. At-| 
tendance and receipt statistics are generally taken as dating 
from 1903 when Boston of the American and Pittsburgh 
of the National played a challenge series, Boston taking the 
honors with five wins against three by Pittsburgh. The 
hectic year 1904 did not have a series. 

The statistics for these 32 world series give the 
total attendance at 5,943,786 with gross receipts of $18,- 
872,685. Of these receipts, players have drawn a total 
cut of $7,011,728, The record for attendance and re- 
ceipts was set by the 1926 series in which the St. Louis 
Nationals beat the Yankees in the seventh and final 
game. The figures show an attendance of 328,051 and 
gross receipts of $1,207,864, 

In the world series that have been played, counting in 
the 1903 games, the American League has won the cham- 
pionship 19 times and the National League 13 times. 

And in conclusion we have our shekels on the Yankees 
making it 20 wins for the American League when they fin- 
ish with the Giants next week. :
